FLORIDA 

The following is a paper read by 
Frank K. Pbilpott, of Jacksonville, 
before the second Triennial Conven- 
tion of the Florida Association of 
the Deaf, held at St. Augustine, 
I'la., May i<)th-23d, 1920. It dis- 
t lie alarming fact that the 
State School for the Deaf and 
Blind is facing a shortage of 
teachers, and measures should be 
taken without unnecessary delay to 
retain the teachers : 

•nut DEMOBILIZING 01 DBA1 

TKA< IIKRS. 

It stems preposterous for one, 
like myself, wlio is not a teacher by 
profession, to speak on the subject, 
any more than an old maid to ex- 
pound the beatitudes of a married 
life. 

The assignment to me of the topic 
■ opportune, for the reason that the 
borate of the teaching force in the 
I hilled Slates is crippled if not 
broken. At the time of the world 
war, there were approximately 
700,000 teaching positions in this 
Country, and the call to arms drew 
65,000 teachers from the ranks, the 
depletion of which resulted in the 
appointment of teachers below 
standard. Think of 4 ,< 00,000 chil- 
dren, who are taught by these in- 
competents, less than twenty-four 

old, without special prepara- 
tion for this line of work. Normal 
schools and teacher-training schools 
report that the attendance has de- 
creased 20 per cent in the last three 
years. And the number of pro 
nig to become teachers 
is negligible. 

The vanishing of deaf teachers is 
also one of the contributing factors 
to this decrease. 

The cause of the shortage is not 
far to seek. To our way of think- 
ing, politics, discrimination, pro- 
paganda of oralism, and the high 
cost of living are more reponsible 
than anything else that we can con- 
ceive of. 

Years ago, when state politicians 
held the reins of dictatorship in the 
hollow of their hands, deaf teachers 
Were at their mercy, and had bean 
compelled to pay tribute from 
campaign to campaign for political 
purpose than to see their positions 

forfeited. In tome of the states 
this flagrant practice of coercion was 
gradually reduced to its abolish* 

incut, and the political boss of 
yesterday becomes a servant of 
today. 

Another cause is the unjust dis- 
crimination on the part of some of 
the new snpei inteiidents against the 
retention of deaf teachers, who 
have been and are rendering in- 
valuable service to deaf children, 
who in turn have made more favor- 
•il.lc progress than they would have 
accomplished undei teachers not 

tutu afflicted, While they appreci- 
ate the professional ability of deaf 
teachers, they dispense with their 
services for no other reason than to 
make room for their personal friends 
(oralists) or to make believe the un- 
woiihiness of deaf teachers to teach 
deaf classes. Have you not noticed 
that a deaf pupil is more apt to 
make fast progress under the In- 
struction of a deaf teacher than 
under that of a hearing teacher? 
Again, have you not noticed that 
outside of school hours the deaf 
teacher naturally fraternizes with 
dead children at play, while the 
hearing teacher seldom dot 

In one of the Western schools, an 
attempt is being made by a new 

baperintendent to place dead

When the propaganda of oialism

teachers put in, many of the latter 
proving to be half-satisfactory. 
They go out in larger numbers than 
they come in. They are badly 
disillusioned when they feel secure 
of the permanency of their positions 
in the stronghold of oralism. The 
number of the deaf preparing for 
the teaching profession is almost in- 
significant. 

The clamor of well-meaning but 
misinformed parents for oral instruc 
lion to be taught to their deaf chil- 
dren, has made possible the crowding 
out of deaf teachers, and the supply 
fails to meet the demand for well- 
trained teachers of the oral method. 
Contrary to school reports, their 
work, insofar as the constructive 
progress of deaf children is concern- 
ed, is far from satisfactory. Which 
serves to strengthen the contention 
that twenty per cent of orally taught 
children will talk with more or less 
proficiency, while eighty per cent of 
them will return to their first love. 
Thought and care should be exer- 
cised in selecting an oral teacher, and 
if such a one is not available, a deaf 
teacher is preferable to a half-satis- 
factory teacher. Too frequently a 
misfit will undo the earlier good 
work done by a deaf teacher. 

Are oral teachers really pedagog- 
ical, or are they only victimized by 
pedagogical vagaries ? Do you 
know that in the last few years 
scores of schools have been swept by 
these vagaries as a fire sweeps a 
forest, and that these schools of today 
aie mere charred remains of schools 
of yesterday. True pedagogy is es- 
sential to real success. We must 
steer clear of the popular illusion 
that deaf teachers are fossilized and 
past the age of usefulness. Nobody 
cares a rap what benefits of the oral 
method are, if the oral teacher can 
only bring his deaf pupil to the 
point where he can read lips and 
talk orally without a hitch. Merely 
the appointing of an oral teacher gets 
us nowhere, unless he feels a sincere 
concern in his work. 

Dr. I'ercival Hall, of Gallaudet 
College, is authority for the state- 
ment that he believes that "there 
are many oral failures among our 
deaf children," and that " one of the 
reasons for oral failures is poor grad- 
ing and that a well-organized 
oral class with a capable head, 
skillful teachers and careful 
management, should turn out many 
good pupils." 

Who, then, is to blame for this 
demoralized educational system f 
The parents of deaf children and the 
public. Deaf teachers are kept in 
the background unable to fight 
against the appointment of incom- 
petent oral teachers, to the dis- 
advantage of deaf children. 
" Speech and speech- reading are re- 
garded as very important," re- 
marks the American Annals of the 
Deaf, ' ' but mental development and 
the acquisition of language are re- 
gaided as still more important." 

Politics, discrimination, propa- 
ganda of oralism, and the high cost 
of living, are the causes of educa- 
tional unrest, these four; but the 
greatest of these is the high cost of 
living. 

There is no unescapable fact that 
deaf teachers are leaving the ranks. 
It is not that they do not love their 
work, but that they can not staud 
under the present pressure of eco- 
nomic inconsistencies. With the ex- 
ception of a few, who hang onto their 
positions for pension or better times, 
(veil those whose work is inherently 
attractive fail to stick. They go 
where their education and mental 
equipment are needed. Thus men 
lal workers become manual workers. 

The professional migration con 
tinues unchecked, and unless pro- 
perly compensated, the teaching 
body is sure to disintegrate. The 
Qoodyeai plant alone has nearly 
a score of deaf ex-teachers under 
its employ. President Hibben, of 
Prince! ion University, says: "If 
it salaries continue a few 
years longer, the piofession will be 
stiipped of its best brains." Presi- 
dent Neilson stated before the 
Smith allium. r that " teachers had 
been patient until patience was sin- 
ful." Who can blame deaf teachers 
for the exodus from a venerable and 
honorable piofession to more remun- 
erative fields of endeavor, without 
the long summer vacation uncom- 
pensated ' The public — they who 
pay niggardly to those faithful and 
bard working "jugglers of human 
destiny," and without the least grain 
ol < onslderation expect them to get 



along comfortably on a starvation 
salary, when attractive offers at in- 
credibly high wages stalk in their 
path. 

The democratization of the school 
system is imperative — to educate 
and arouse public sentiment to an 
appreciation of the critical situation 
as related to the welfare of school 
children, the community, the state 
and nation, as well as the teachers. 
The public must make an initiative, 
or else the " incompetents" will fill 
the gap with the resultant disaster 
to the educational system. Only a 
constructive and far-seeing policy 
can prevent the undermining of the 
very foundation of American institu 
tions. Where are we going to get 
our deaf teachers for the next gen- 
eration, if this state of affairs is to 
continue? They are depended upon 
to mobilize the uneducated youth of 
America. After accepting other 
lines of business activity, they have 
no chance to practice their former 
occupation of pouring knowledge 
into empty up-turned minds. The 
tendency of their return, after work- 
ing at different vocations at high 
wages, is plainly discernible. 

A salary paid to the teacher must 
be so large as to reduce to a mini- 
mum the temptation to leave the 
profession for commercial or indus- 
trial work, and to be independent of 
any pension or other form of charity. 
Parsimony in education means a 
shortage of teachers. The surest 
remedy to place the school on a 
sound, economic basis, is to give it 
adequate support. The Hoards of 
Control and executive heads of State 
institutions are facing the alternative 
of letting best teachers go or rais- 
ing their salaries aud carrying a de- 
ficit, and being powerless to do the 
latter and also to keep them within 
the ranks, the former is the result. 
Their niggardly attitude towards 
deaf teachers is based on the public's 
co inoperation. Why exercise par- 
simony towards them, aud pay oral 
teachers almost twice as much, to 
which they are not a bit entitled if 
they produce even half satisfactory 
results ? 

The deaf teachers are slowly 
vanishing. The time-honored pro- 
fession of the pedagogue is in grave 
danger The question of the deaf 
teacher is worthy of reflection. The 
education of the future must lie 
severely practical, or it will be the 
laughing stock of the world. If the 
situation continues to grow from 
worse to worse, schools (founded 
and maintained by sacrifice) will 
suffer. In no profession can good 
work be accomplished by teachers 
who are starved in mind if not in 
body. Are children to be denied 
the American birthright of an edit 
cation ? Teachers, ablest in charac- 
ter as well as in intellect, are leaving 
the profession, because they realize 
that they can not live on their pre- 
sent salaries in a self-respecting 
manner. They who have the brains 
to be teachers prefer prosperity to 
l>enury, aud have ceased to regard 
teaching as a life-work to which they 
had been consecrated. 

The disparity of the earning ca- 
pacities of the teacher and the labor- 
er is illustrated thusly: 

Think of a colored laborer making 
more money than a teacher who 
earns a paltry sum of so much per 
month for a few months, he having 
the brawn while the teacher pos- 
sesses none but the brains. 

Teamsters who spend no time in 
training are paid one hundred pel 
cent aln)ve what is paid to teachers. 
They work eight hours and are com- 
pensated for overtime. Carpenters 
are paid while serving apprentice- 
ship. 

Teachers go through a period of 
several years for their positions, get 
about five dollars per day, while 
truck drivers go through no train- 
ing at all aud draw seven dollars a 
day. The teacher's day sometimes 
extends from early in the morning 
till midnight oil is exhausted. 

Teachers can not be trained over 
night. Applicants will not Spend 
fifteen years a( school to prepare 
themselves for a iob that will pay 
them (400 a year less to start with 
than is paid to street cleaners. 

bakers, blacksmiths, and machin- 
ists are better paid than the averagc 
teacher. You will readily a| 
with me when I say that "it is not 
worth more to mold dough for bread 
than mold boys aud girls into citi- 
zens, to hammer hot iron than to 
hammer ideals, aud to construct 
machines than to build character." 



Railroad employees get salaries 
that are 79 per cent higher than 
those of teachers. "It is more pro- 
fitable to mind trains thau to train 
minds." 

A student recently said to his 
English teacher, who receives a 
salary of $185 a mouth for his day 
and evening work: " I greatly 
appreciate the work you're doing, 
but I think you teachers are the 
most foolish class of men in the 
worlfl. Why don't you organize a 
teachers' union ? With your train- 
ing and ability you ought to be 
getting $10,000 a year. And if you 
join the union, you will get it, 
too." 

low salaries drive hearing 
teachers into .affiliation with union 
labor, for unionization rather thau 
legislation brings about the means 
to an end. Don't think for a 
moment that I contemplate prescrib- 
ing Bolshevik principles to deaf 
teachers. Par be it from me. 
Why should there be no teachers' 
strike ? because they love their 
work so well that they have no time 
to think of a revolt. They re- 
cognize the importance of their 
profession, aud by study and re- 
search, they have progressed in the 
education of deaf children. It per- 
force must be one of love and de- 
votion. They would resign rather 
than resort to a strike, which is not 
only disgusting but also humiliat- 
ing to the dignity of the profession. 

I y et us quote one of Dr. A. H. 
Walker's excerpts in his Columbus, 
Ohio, address before Superintendents 
and Principals convention : 

" Auy finished product is depend- 
ent for its quality on two things — 
the raw material and the skill with 
which it has been worked up. Our 
best teachers are rapidly leaving us 
for more attractive financial busi- 
ness and professional occupation, 
and we are already hard put to 
secure half-satisfactory teachers ; in 
fact, we are beginning to fill our 
vacancies with most unsatisfactory 
people. Therefore, our finished 
product must necessarily fall far be- 
low a desirable standard." 

The black-coated, or "white 
collar," as Dr. Walker suggested, 
salariat is injuring into the ranks of 
the proletariat. Why exclude deaf 
teachers and employ so many in- 
competents whose efficiency will 
uot help elevate the standard of 
education ? It is the lack of pre- 
paration for the work chosen that 
is the cause of misfits in all depart- 
ments of school. 100 per cent 
efficiency will beget 100 per cent 
results— nothing less. Who will 
begin to think of engaging a poor 
lawyer or doctor when in need of 
his services } Why then commit 
deaf children into the hands of in- 
competent, inexperienced, or even 
half satisfactory teachers for their 
education ? 

Florida has the deaf teachers 
whose ability is favorably compared 
to that of the best in the United 
States. You are fully aware of what 
follows if they should leave us — 
unless the public supports them pro 
perly. 

Students seeking an education will 
find a fine, modern school building, 
with most modern equipment for the 
mental training and physical wel- 
fare of the children, of little value 
or incomplete, without the efficiency 
of teachers, or with mediocre teach- 
ers. An adequate teaching force is 
preferable to an adequate equipment; 
therefore, the first of every con- 
sideration should be a competent and 
well-trained corps of teachers. Stu- 
dents, alumni and friends of the 
■cbool, expect the members of the 
faculty to maintain a proper stan- 
dard of living. Under present salary 
conditions it is unworkable. Vaca- 
tion jobs are essential to supplant 
their salaries. They even have to 
take another job at night, Saturday 
afternoons or Sundays, in order to 
live. They do uot get time and a 
half for overtime and double pay on 
Sunday. As a rule they do not 
accumulate a fortune. Their do 
minant motives are the love of teach- 
ing. 

To have a home, a family, re- 
creation, a proper standard of living 
and a provision for old age, a salary 
must l>e paid commensurate with 
ability aud experience. They give 
of their time, thought, energy and 
money, to the work of preparing the 
incoming generation to take its part 
In the attain of the world, at their 
expense of safeguarding their own 
material interests. Not until their 



salaries are raised on a par with 
those of industrial workers will they 
be able to get rid of constant finan- 
cial worry and to pay their share of 
the social and civic activities of the 
community in which they live, and 
will teaching attract the kind of 
men and women who should aud 
can instruct the citizens of 
morrow ? 
Savk the deaf tkachkrs. 
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J. W. Michaels returned to 
on the ?fli of June, and 
preached a mighty good senium at 
the First Baptist Church in Dallas 
on the night, of Wednesday, June 
Dili, takimr for his subject, " My 
people have committed two sins."

Since Mrs. Johnson, Rev. Michaels' 
daughter, Miriam, has taken charge 
of the deaf class at the Baptist 
Church, the deaf of Dallas have 
an opportunity which very few of 
the other deaf enjoy, they get to 
understand the sermons preached 
by ReT. Truett, oue of the best 
preachers in I he United States, aud 
every Sunday night Mrs. Johnson 
interprets his fine sermons to the 
deaf class. 

Since the Literary Society's pic- 
nic at Kidd Springs, Miss Madie 
Barnes lias been quite ill at her 
home in Oak Cliff. Whether she 
took fever fiom the lake water, or 
from drinking the spring water, is 
not known, but she has been very 
ill since the picnic. 

Miss Turner, of Denton, remain 
ed over in Dallas until the follow- 
ing Sunday, after tbe picnic, as did 
Mrs. Henry Snodgrass, both going 
home after attending the party 
giveu by the Baptist Church ou 
Thursday night, June 10th.

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Our Ohio correspondent makes 
the announcement of the death of 
Frank Read, M.A., Superintendent 
of tbe North Dakota Institution, 
located at Devil's Lake. 

Frank Read was oue of four sons 
of the late Rev. Franklin Read, 
M.A., a deaf-mute, who for forty or 
more years was a teacher at tbe 
Illinois Institution, and editor of the 
Illinois Advance, published at that 
school, for thirty years. 

Two of Mr. Read's brothers have 
long been engaged in tbe education 
of the deaf, the third being an ac- 
complished musician. 

Frank Read was a scholarly and 
erudite man, a friend of the deaf, 
and an opponent of tbe " one 
method for all" clique, which has 
doue so much to hamper the educa- 
tional progress and the general wel- 
fare of the deaf. His views were 
broadened by a large experience 
and an innate knowledge of the 
deaf. Before becoming superin- 
tendent of the North Dakota In- 
stitution, he was head of the Okla- 
homa Institution at Sulphur. 



Sincb last February, Mr. W. P. 
vSouder, of Washington, D. C. , has 
been in Chicago under Government 
assignment, in connection with the 
Census of Manufactures which is 
now being taken.

2. When buying your ticket to 
Detroit, you must ask for a certifi 
cate, stating that you are going to 
attend the Convention of the Na- 
tional Association of the Deaf. 

3. If you get this certificate, 
bring it to Detroit and have it vali- 
dated at tbe Statler Hotel, by a re- 
presentative of the General Passen- 
ger Associations. 

4. This will enable you to pur- 
chase a return ticket (over the same 
route as you came) at one-third the 
regular coat. 

5. Remember that you can buy 
tickets on tbe "Certificate Plan" 
only on tbe dates between August 
5th and August nth. 

Also remember that your cer- 
tificate can be validated only on 
August I2tb and 14th, at the 
Statler Hotel in Detroit, between 
8.30 a.m. and 3.30 p.m. 

7. Tbe cost of sleeping or parlor 
car charges does not figure in the 
one-third return rate — only railroad 
tickets are figured on. 

This reduction in railroad travel 
will no doubt largely increase the 
attendance at the Detroit Conven- 
tion. For those who travel any 
considerable distance, it will practi- 
cally save enough to pay hotel ex- 
penses during their stay in Detroit.

Whkkhas, The National Association of 
tbe Deaf will hold a convention at Detroit, 
Michigan, on August 9th to 14th ; and, 

Wiikkkas. The National Association of 
the Deaf has for the past forty years con- 
sistently and unselfishly championed the 
rights of the Deaf, and has been a power- 
fin factor in their advancement and 
general welfare. 

RfMlvfd, That we, the members of the 
New Jersey Association of the Deaf, in 
convention assembled, heartily felicitate 
the N. A. D. on its long and honorable 
career. 

Resolved, That we endorse all its aims 
and ideals, which are : to educate the 
public as to the deaf; to advance the in- 
tellectual, professional and industrial 
status of the deaf ; to aid iu the establish- 
ment of employment bureaus for the deaf 
in the state aud national departments of 
labor ; to oppose the unjust application of 
liability laws in the case of deaf workers ; 
to combat unjust discrimination against 
1 ho deaf in the Civil Service or other lines 
of employment ; to co-operate in the im- 
pi nvement, developemenl and extension of 
educational facilities for the deaf children ; 
to encourage the use of the most approved 
and successful methods of instruction in 
the schools for the deaf, the adaption of 
such methods to the need of individual 
pupils, and to oppose the indiscriminate 
application of any single method to all ; 
to seek the enactment of stringent laws 
for the suppression of the impostor evil — 
hearing persons posing as deaf-mutes ;
